— The proposals contained 
in the dralt of the Reciprocal Agreement between tha 
nine States of Andhra Pradesh, Kerala-, Maharashtra, Kar- 
nataka, Tamil Nadu, Gujarat, Pondicherry, Goa, 
Daman & Diu and Dadra and Nagawr Haveli which is repro- 
duced in the Scheduled hereto appended, arc hereby 
published, as required by sub-section (3-A) of section 63 
of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (IV o( 1939) (hereinafter 
referred to as “the said Act”) to the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby : and notice is hereby 
given that the representations in connection with the 
said proposals may be submitted by any of the persons, 
sub-section (3-A) to make such representations to the 
associations or authorities who have a right under the said 
Secretary, State Transport Authority, Office of the Chief 
of Police, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, Silvassy. before 
25-5-1981. 

2. The said proposals and any representations in con- 
nection therewith which may be received by the Secretary, 
State Transport Authority, Dadra and Nagar Haveli before 
the aforesaid date from anv of the persons, associa- 
tions or authorities aforesaid, will be considered by tho 
State Transport Authority in its office at Silvnssn on the 
3-6-1981, 

Note Under the provision to sub-section (3-A) of 
section 63 of the said Act, no person, association or autho- 
rity, other than those mentioned hereunder shall have a 
right to make such representations, namely : — 

(i) any persons already providing passenger or goods 
transport facilities by any means in the proposed areas or 
neaT the proposed routes; 

(ii) any association representing persons interested in 
the provisions of road transport facilities recognised in this 
behalf by the State Government; and 
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(iii) any local authority or police authority within whose 
jurisdiction any part of the proposed areas or routes lies.

Draft Reciprocal Agreement for public carriers between 
the States of Andhra Pradesh, Kerala, Maharashtra, Kar- 
nataka, Tamil Nadu, Gujarat, Pondicherry, Goa, Daman 
& Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

This Agreement made this — - — day of -in 

the year one thousand nine hundred and eightynne between 
the Governor of Andhra Pradesh of the First Part, the 
Governor of Kera-la of the Second Part, the Governor of 
Maharashtra of the Third Part, the Government of Kar- 
nataka of the Fourth Part, the Government of Tamil Nadu 
of the Fifth jpart, the Governor of Gujarat of the Sixth 
Part, the President of India for and on behalf of Union 
Territory of Pondicherry of the Seventh Part, the President 
of India for and on behalf of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman & Diu of the Eigth part and the President of India, 
for and on behalf of the Union Territory of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli of the Ninth Part. 

Whereas by an agreement dated the 6th June 1980 
between the parties of the First, Second, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and Eighth Parts, the said parties 
entered into reciprocal agreement with a view to encourage 
long distance interstate transport of goods by and between 
the said States on the terms and conditions in the said 
agreement contained; 

And whereas the party of the Ninth Part applied to 
joined to participate in the benefits of the said reciprocal 
agreement and the remaining parties have agreed to the 
same; 

And whereas by mutual agreement, the mrties hereto 
have airreed to modify tbei terms and conditions of the 
paid agreement dated the 6tb June 1980 and have decided 
to enter into nn agreement as herein contained, in partial 

on 
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modification of the existing agreement dated die 6ih June) 
1980. 

It is now agreed by any between the above pailics as 
follows ; 

I. That this reciprocal agreement shall be in force from 
the 1st April 1981 and shall be valid upto the 31st March) 
1984. It may be renewed for such further period as may' 
be muturally agreed to by all the parties concerned. For 
reasons to be given in writing by any of the signatory 
States, this reciprocal agreement may be revoked on three 
months* notice. Such revocation on shall, however, abridge and 
modify the operation of this agreement only in so far as 
it relates to the withdrawing States subject to the condition 
that permit already issued under this agreement wifi con- 
tinue to be valid till the expiry of these permits irre .peclivc 
of withdrawal of the State or States from this agreement. 

II. The total number of th vehicles for which composite 
permits shall be issued shall not exceed 900 for each of 
the States of Andhra Pradesh, Kerala. Tamil Nadu, 
Maharashtra, Karnataka & Gujarat and 180 in the case' of 
Pondicherry, 216 in the case of Goa. Daman & Diu and 
20 in the case of Dadra and Na-gar HavcH 

The composite permits issued by die competent Transport 
Authority of each signatory States shall be valid- — 

(i) on any route or mca in the Home Stale subject 
to local restrictions; and 

(ii) On the specified routes and areas in the other signa- 
tory States chosen for operation as mentioned 
in the Schedule annexed hereto (Annexure VI). 

The composite permits shall also be valid on such other 
National Highways and State Highways as may be notified 
from time to time by the Union Government or the State 
Government concerned. 

It shall, however, be open to any public carrier plying 
under such authorisation to deviate from the specified 
routes to the extent not exceeding 30 Kms on cither side 
of the specified routes. 

Hie competent transport authority shall also issue each) 
of such permit holders an authorisation in the form annex- 
ed to this agreement and such authorisation shall corres- 
pond to tho period for which the advance payment has 
been received provided that the authorisation at one time 
shall not exceed a period of one year. 

II-A. If a composite permit holder fails to apply for 
renewal of authorisation for minimum number of States 
required to he chosen for operation under the agreement 
within a period of one month from the date of expiry of 
previous authorisation, his permit shall be liable to bo 
cancelled. 

HI. Public carrier operating under this agreement shall be 
fretf to operate without restriction of routes in tbe Home 
State whereas while operating in any area outside the Home 
State such a public carrier shall not nick up or set down goods 
between any two points lying wholly within the jurisdiction 
of fi-ny one of tbe reciprocating States i.c. in such cases 
vehicles shall be prohibited from carrying any inter Slate 
business. 

IV. (i) Each applicant for a composite permit shall have 
to choose a minimum of three States i.e. the Home Slate 
and any two other Stales out of the remaining eight for 
operation with effect from the date of this agreement. 

(ii) If a composite permit holder chooses to exclude a 
contiguous State for operation through which his vehicle 
must have to pass to reach any other vState chosen for 
operation within the scheme, the holder of the permit, shah 
have to nay full taxes to the “tmnsit State’’ unless other- 
wise exempted. 

(hi) A composite permit hohter of a State shall be allow- 
ed to operate in any other State, separately covered under 
a bilateral agreement, but the vehicle covered bv a. 
composite permit schcm c shall not be allowed to be operat- 
ed under ffip b’teterd agreement in any of th- State*, 
covered by the South Zone- Permit Scheme. 

fiv) An option once exercised bv a composite permit 
holder will not be allowed to be -hniured before a peroid 
of one year, [ 


(v ) Notwithstanding that a cotnopsite permit holder will 
not be allowed the option once exercised to be changed, 
before a period of one year as per sub-clause (iv) abovci, 
the composite pcrmiL holder may, at liis option, come up 
at any time during the course of the year for additom of 
Slate or States covered by the Zone in his authorisation, 
provided he is agavable to pay full tuxes to< the year. 
During tho period of authorisation once granted, no dele- 
tion of State or Scales once opted ^hall be allowed. 

V. A public earner opciating under this agreement shah 
he subject, to the following limitations and restrictions : — 

{ 1 ) No vehicle may be authorised under this agreement 
which — 

(a) is more than four years old on tho date of grant 
of the authorisation and which is more than 
9 years old at any time: 

< b ) docs not carry the prescribed markings and dis- 
tinguishing particulars and is not painted in the 

prescribed colour scheme a® provided in tho 

Schedule annexed hereto (Annexure V); 

(e) is not fitted with u body in conformity with tho 
pattern as prescribed in the Scehduled herewith 
(Annexure V). 

(2) A public carrier plying under this agreement shall at 

all times carry a bill of lading in the form prescribed in 
Schedule annexed (Annexure III). Carriage of goods not 
in conformity with the declaration in the bill of lading shall 

be construed as infringement of the condition of th© 

permit making the permit holder liable under see, 60 of the 
M.V, Act, 1939. 

(3) Such vehicles shall conform to and comply with all 
provisions of the M.V. Act 1939 and all the laws In force 
from lime to time in the Home State governing motor 
vehicles. 

(4) The certificate of fitness of such a vehicle shall be 
liable to be suspended or cancelled by the competent 
authority in the Home State, if it is found to be not in 
conformity with the provisions relating to fittings, colour 
and body specifications as detailed in the Schedule annexed 
hereto (Annexure V). 

(M An authorisation holder under this agreement shall 
file a quarterly return in regard to such a vehicle in the 
form prescribed a® detailed in the Schedule annexed hereto! 
(Annexure V) in quintruplicatc to the Secretary of the 
State Transport Auhtority of the Home vStatc who in turn 
shall forward copies thereof to the Secretaries, State Trans- 
port Authorities of the other signatory States. 

(6) Such a vehicle shall at all times carry- — 

(a) a valid certificate of fitness; 

(b) a certificate of registration; and 

(c) bill /bills of lading covering goods actually carried 
in tile vehicle at the moment. 

(7) Such a vehicle shall at all times carry a valid 
authorisation in tbe form as detailed in the Schedule annex- 
ed granted under this agreement and issued under thd 
signature and seal of the competent transport authority of 
the Home State. 

VI. A vehicle plying under authorisation issued under this 
special reciprocal agreement may be stopped and inspected 
for the purpose of enforcement of the provisions of thim 
fi'grrcmmt by an officer of the rank not below the rank of 
Asrtt. Inspector of Motor Vehicles or Sub-TnsneclO" of 
Eolicc or any other officer whose rank is mutually agreed 
upon bv the signatory States. Srwh an inspecting Officer 
shall issue a check report in triplicate, one copy of which 
shall be served on the person incharge of the vehicle, the 
second copv shad be sent to the competent transport autho- 
rity of the Home State and third cony sent to the competent 
authority of the State concerned. The competent transport! 
n nth or if v of the Home State on receipt of (he copv of tlv? 
check report mav take such action as he may deem fid, 

VTI ( 1 ) \ comnoritc nermit holder plyinc under such an 
authorisation shall he liable to nay an annual lax of n 
sum of Rs. 1000/- per vehicle in respect of tlw States of 
Andhra Pradnsh, Kerala. Maharashtra, Karnataka Tamil 
Nadu and Gujarat as the case may be (excluding the' 
Home State), and Rs, 150/- per vehicle per nnmim in 
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respect of Pondicherry, Goa, Daman & Diu and Dadra & 
Nagar Haven in addition to the Motor Vehicles lax and, 
the Goods lax, if any of the Home State. This sum shall 
be paid in advance on or before the 15th of March every 
year irrespective of the RLW of the vehicle. For this 
purpose, all the signatory States shall mac suitable notifi- 
cation under their Taxation Acu. Each signatory State 
shall appoint the designated competent authority of all 
other signatory States as a lax receiving agency on theip 
bchall and such competent authority shall ensure the receipt 
of this tax and stamp and endorse the authorisation to that} 
eit'ect. Any vehicle plying under such an authorisation, in 
the absence of such a valid endorsement shall be deemed 
to be plying in contravention of the conditions of the per- 
mit and shall be liable to suspension and cancellation of thci 
permit under section 60 of the M.V. Act 1939. 

(2j Notwithstanding that the tax is required to be paid 
for the whole year m advance as per sub-clause (J) above, 
ine owner oi a vehicle may, at his option, pay the tax. in 
two equal instalments, the Ill’s t on or before 15th Maicn 
t every year) for the first period April-Septcmber and the 
second instalment on or before 15th September (of the 
current financial year) for the period October-March and 
obtain endorsement of having paid this tax irom the 
competent authority of the Home State in the certificate, 
specified in Annexure-II. 

(2-A) A composite permit holder shall be lequircd to 
pay a ice of ks.

authorisation is granted. For this purpose, a quarter shall, 
be taken as unit and not months and days. 

(6) If the vehicle covered by the authorisation is sought 
to be replaced by another suitable vehicle after pnon 
permission of the authority which originally granted the 
permit, the registration mark of the replaced vehicle may 
be noted by the Home State Transport Authority in the 
authorisation and the tax already paid shall be deemed lo 
have been paid for the replaced vehicle for the period 
following the date on which the vehicle is replaced.

Issue composite permits for the inlcr-State route or routes 
or areas as the case may bo covered by this reciprocal 
agreement for three or more of the signatory States, such 
a composite permit holder shall have the benefit of Rule 
framed under sec. 68(2.) (hh) read with sec. 63(1) of the) 
M.V. Act 1939, referred to in para below; and the compe- 
tent authority shad furnish copies of these composite per- 
mits (Para B only) to other signatory States within 30 nays 
of issue. 

I Id Further all the signatory States shall frame a suitable 
rule und-n sec. 68(2) (hh) read with see. 63(1) to pro- 
vide that the composite peirnil so granted shall bo valid 
without countersignature m the areas of the other signa- 
tory StaLcs and the Secretary of the State Transport Autho- 
rity or the competent authority as the case may be of the 
Homo State shall issue an authorisation in form prescribed 
in the Schedule (Anncxure 1). 

X. In the case of the irmrfer of the composite permit* 
the authorisation granted under this agreement shall not bs 
tionsfcrabie except with the approval of the Secretary of 
the State Transport Authority or the competent authority 
of the Home State, as the case may be. 

XF In this agreement, the term “Home State” means tho 
State in the territory of which the composite permit 
under sec, 56 has been granted and authorisation thetefor 
is issued under this agreement. 

XII. The agreement may be subject lo icview and any 
clause in this agreement or appendices to the agreement 
may be amended or a new one added to it at any stag# 
by agreement between the signatory States. 

XIII. And it is hereby expressly agreed that all permits 
issued under the said reciprocal agreement dated the 6th 
6th June 1980 shall not withstand nig the conditions cm which 
the said permits were issued be deemed to have? been 
issued in accordance with and subject to the provisions of 
this agreement and the aforesaid conditions shall stand 
modified to that extent. 

XIV. For the purpose of this agreement, each of tho 
nine parties hereto shall be deemed to be a “State”. 

XV. For the purpose of this agreement, the term “year?’ 
shall be deemed to be financial year.

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ABSTRACT OF CONDITIONS OF COMPETENT PERMITS 

1. This authorises the operation of the vehicle; — 

(i) on any route or area in the Home State subject to local restrictions; and 

(ii) all the specified routes and areas in the other signatory Suites chosen for operation as mentioned in the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

The vehicle shall also be valid on such other National Highways and State Highways as may be notified from time to time by the 
Union Govt, or the State Governments concerned* 

The vehicle shall also be authorised to deviate upto 30 Kms, on either side of the specified routes, 

2. The vehicle while operating shall be free to operate without restriction of routes in the Home State Sc while operating in any 
area outside the Home State goods shall not be picked up or set down between any two points in the reciprocating States, i.e. in such 
cases vehicles shall be prohibited from carrying intra-Slate business. 

3. (i) Each applicant for a composite permit shall have to choose a minimum of three States i.e, the Home State and any two 
other States out of the remaining eight for operation with effect from the date of this agreement. 

(ii) An option once exercised by a composite permit holder will not be allowed to be changed before a period of one year. 

(iii) Tf a composite permit holder chooses to exclude a contiguous State for operation through which his vehicJc must have to 
pass to reach any other State chosen for operation within the Scheme, the holder of the permit shall have to pay full taxes to the “transit 
State* unless otherwise exempted. 

(iv) Notwithstanding that a composite permit holder will not be allowed the option once exercised to be changed before a period 
of one year as per condition 3 (ii) above, the composite permit holder may, at his option, come up at any time during the course of 
the year for addition of State or States covered by the Zona in his authorisation, provided he is agreeable to pay full taxes for the year. 
During the period of authorisation once granted no deletion of State or States once opted shall be allowed. 

4. The vehicle shall be painted in a deep maroon colour with zebra markings of alternate black and yellow lines on the front 
bumper and the tail board and a board showing the following inscription in yellow letters on black background shall be carried pro- 
minently above the “Public Carrier” board

The vehicle shall be fitted with a seat across the full width of the vehicle behind the driver's seat providing facilities for a spare 
driver to stretch himself and sleep. 

5. (a) The vehicle covered by this authorisation shall not be used for the composite permit scheme and also bilateral agreement 
scheme in the same State at the same lime, 

(b) The vehicle covered by this authorisation shall not be more than four years old on the date of grant of this .authorisation Sc 
more than nine years old at any time. 

6. The vehicle shall at all times carry the bill/bills of lading in the manner directed by the STA, Home State covering the goods 
in the vehicles. 

7. Quarterly return shall be submitted to the Secretary, State Transport Authority of the Home State. 

8. The vehicle shall conform to and comply with all the provisions of the M. V, Act 1939 as well as the provisions of Motor 
Vehicles Rules framed by the Home State. 

9. The vehicle shall at all times carry a valid certificate of fitness, certificate of registeration and insurance, the Original permit 
documents and the authorisation issued under this agreement. 

10. The composite permit holder shall be liable to pay an annual tax of Rs. 1000/- per vehicle in respect of the States of Andhr a 
Pradesh, Kerala, Maharashtra, Karnataka, Tamil Nadu and Gujarat as the case may be (excluding the Home State) and Rs. 150/- per 
vehicle per annum in respect of Pondicherry, Goa, Daman & Diu and Dadra Sc Nagar Haveli in addition to the Motor Vehicles and the 
Goods Tax, if any of the Home State. Such taxes shall be paid in advance on or before the 15lh March every year, irrespectively of the 
RLW and PLW of a vehicle. The competent transport authority of the Home State on collection of taxes shall stamp and endorse 
the authorisation to that effect. 

The composite permit holder may, at his option, pay the above taxes in two instalments, the first on or before 15th March 
(every year) for the period April-Scptember, and the second instalment on or before 15th September, (of the current financial year) 
for the period October-March. 

1 1 . A composite permit holder shall be required to pay n fee of Rs. 300/- per year per vehicle for grant of an authorisation 
irrespective of the number of States chosen for operation. This sum shall be paid in advance in full irrespective of whether the autho- 
risation is granted at the commencement of a financial year, or after the commencement thereof, by bank draft to the competent autho- 
rity of the Home State who will retain the amount. 

12. If the vehicle covered by the authorisation is kept under non-use for a period of six months at a stretch and 1 5 months in all, 
its permit shall be liable to be cancelled . The Home State where the permit was issued will be the deciding authority in such cases. 

1 3. If an operator docs not pay his composite tax within the prescribed period, he shall be liable to pay, in addition to the com- 
posite tax of Rs. 1000/- an additional sum of Rs. 100/- per month or part thereof for each of the States covered by the agreement in 
respect, of which the payment is delayed. The said amount shall be payable through crossed bank drafts in the name of the designated 
authority of the State concerned and the bank draft shall be given to the concerned authority of the Home State. 

14. The reciprocal agreement, under which the composite permit is issued, will be subject to review and may be amended by 
mutual agreement at any stage, between the signatory States and the operator shall be bound by such amendments. 

15. 11 a composite permit holder fails to apply for renewal of authorisation for minimum number of States required to be chosen 
for operation under the agreement within a period of one month from the date of expiry of previous authorisation his permit shall be 
liable to be cancelled.
